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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 4,949,821 to Murota et al. The improvement comprises a 
stator support shaft with a first internal circumferential oil seal groove positioned in the internal 
axial bore of the rearward portion, the first oil seal groove constructed and arranged to receive a 
first oil seal for establishing a sealing engagement between the stator support shaft and the input 
shaft and for blocking an axial flow of oil between the stator support shaft and the input shaft 
originating from the torque converter.

PRIOR ART 

The patent to Murota et al. is cited for the showing of a stator support shaft similar to 
applicant's but lacking the internal circumferential oil seal groove. 

Prior Art

Koyama (4,974,715) is cited to show an automatic transmission with stator support shaft. 
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Glocke et al. is cited to show an automatic transmission with a pump shaft having an 
internal oil seal groove..
